stumps,  shacks,  rubbish,  or  debris  shall,  within 
such  time  as  the  Council  by  such  resolution  may 
determine  (not  being  less  than  two  weeks  from  the 
date  of  the  last  publication  hereinafter  mentioned), 
be  cleared  off,  cut  down,  removed,  and  destroyed, 
and  that  such  resolution  .shall  be  published  in  a 
daily  newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  Vancou- 
ver for  a period  of  five  days ; and  that  in  default 
of  the  owner  or  occupier  of  such  lot.  block,  or 
parcel  of  land  clearing  off,  cutting  down,  removing,

artieb's,  and  the  persons,  firms,  or  corporations 
owning,  keeping,  or  maintaining  same.” 

To  amend  subsection  (110)  of  section  12.5  of

0.  To  further  amend  section  125  of  the  principal 
Act  as  amended  by  adding  after  subsection  (1.85a) 
thereof  the  following  as  subsection  (1356)  : — 

“(1356.)  (a.)  For  creating  and  establishing  and 
defining  a building-line  on  any  street,  road,  or  high- 
way, or  any  portion  of  any  street,  road,  or  highway, 
in  the  city  closer  to  the  street  than  which  building- 
line no  building  may  be  erected,  constructed,  or 
remain,  and  providing  that  no  building  may  be 
erected,  constructed,  or  remain  closer  to  the  street 
than  such  building-line,  and  for  compelling  the 
owner  or  owners  of  any  land  upon  which  any  such 
building-line  is  established  to  move  any  building 
upon  such  land,  erected  after  such  line  is  estab- 
lished, back  from  the  street  to  such  building-line ; 
and,  upon  default  of  such  owner  or  owners  to  so 
move  any  such  building,  for  moving  such  building

the  recovery  of  snch  costs  aiid  expenses  from  such 
owners  so  charged  in  the  same  manner  and  with 
the  same  power  of  recovery  as  in  the  case  of  over- 
due taxes,  and  making  such  costs  and  expenses  a 
charge  on  the  said  land,  with  power  to  sell  the 
same  for  the  recovery  of  such  costs  and  expenses 
in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulation 
as  in  the  case  of  the  sale  of  land  for  overdue  taxes :

or  persons  whom  the  Council  may  de.signate)  as

Whenever  the  Council  is  desirous  of  pro- 
ceeding with  any  work  or  undertaking  in  the  pur- 
suance of  which  any  real  property  may  be  entered 
upon,  taken,  or  used  by  the  City  in  the  exercise  of 
any  of  its  powers,  or  may  be  injuriously  affected 
by  the  exercise  of  its  powers,  the  Council  may  file 
plans  and  specifications  of  the  work  or  undertaking, 
or  certified  copies  thereof,  with  the  City  Clerk,  who 
shall,  on  receiving  the  same,  issue  a notice  setting 
out  the  Council’s  intention  to  proceed  with  such 
work  or  undertaking,  and  to  enter  upon,  take,  or 
use  the  lands  nece.ssary  therefor,  and  that  such 
plans  and  specifications  have  been  filed  with  him 


and  may  be  inspected  at  his  office,  and  that  all 
claims  for  damages  by  reason  of  the  said  proposed 
work  or  undertaking  must  be  filed  with  him  within 
sixty  days  from  the  service  of  such  notice,  and 
that  such  owners,  occupiers,  or  other  persons  must 
file  with  the  said  Clerk,  within  the  said  period  of 
sixty  days,  their  claims  for  damages  for  any  of  the 
causes  aforesaid,  showing  the  amount  thereof,  or 
that  in  default  thereof  any  claim  for  such  damages 
will  he  barred  ; and  he  shall  cause  such  notice  to 
be  served  upon  the  owners  and  occupiers  or  other 
persons  interested  in  the  real  property  so  to  be 
taken,  entered  upon,  or  used  as  aforesaid,  or  which 
may  bo  injuriously  affected  as  aforesaid  : 

“(15d. ) In  case  the  person  served  as  aforesaid 
is  at  the  time  of  such  service  resident  without  the 
Province,  a further  period  of  thirty  days  shall  be 
allowed  such  person  to  file  his  claim  : 

“(15e.)  Service  of  any  notice  under  this  Part 
of  this  Act,  except  in  cases  of  expropriation  of  the 
land,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  made,  and  shall  be 
effectual  and  binding  upon  all  persons  concerned  or 
liable  to  be  affected  thereby,  upon  the  city  comply- 
ing with  the  following  requirements : By  posting 
by  registered  mail  such  notice  to  all  persons  who 
at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  said  plans  and 
descriptions  are  registered  in  the  Land  Registry 
Office  of  the  district  as  the  owners  of  the  land  or 
as  mortgagees,  or  as  persons  having  or  claiming  by

district,  who  shall  forthwith  enter  the  said  notice 
as  a notice  affecting  the  lands  in  question,  and  also 
by  advertising  five  times  such  notice  in  some  daily 
newspaper  circulating  in  the  municipality.

Either  party  may  appeal  from  the  decision 
of  the  .lodge  to  the  Court  of  Appeal,  but  every  such 
claim  shall  be  absolutely  barred  and  extinguished 
unless  made  within  a period  of  one  year  from  the 
service  of  the  said  notice : 

“(1.5y.)  If  any  claim  is  so  filed  within  the  time 
aforesaid,  the  same,  unless  accepted  by  the  Council, 
shall  forthwith  be  determined  by  arbitration  under 
this  section  : 

“(15/i.)  If  any  real  property  is  entered  upon, 
taken,  or  used  by  the  municipality  or  injuriously 
affected  hy  the  municipality  in  the  exercise  of  any 
of  its  powers,  and  the  Council  does  not  give  notice 
under  section  1(52  hereof,  the  owner  may  neverthe- 
less file  a claim,  and  the  said  claim  shall,  unless 
accepted  by  the  Council  within  ten  days  thereafter, 
forthwith  be  determined  by  arbitration  under  this 
section  : 

“(15/..)  The  person  making  a claim  shall  deliver 
full  particulars  of  the  damages  for  which  such 
claim  is  made,  and  the  arbitrator  or  arbitrators, 
upon  the  hearing  of  the  claim,  shall  have  the  same 
power  as  to  the  amendment  generally,  or  to  amend 
such  claim  or  particulars,  or  any  proceeding  had 
or  taken  upon  the  hearing  thereof,  as  a Judge 
would  have  in  an  action ; and  the  arbitrator  or 
arbitrators  may,  in  his  or  their  discretion,  refuse 
at  any  time  to  hear,  upon  any  matter  or  question, 
further  evidence  of  a cumulative  character.”

To  amend  section  23  of  the  “ Vancouver  In- 
corporation Act,  1900,  Amendment  Act,  1907,”  by 
adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  subsection

“(4.)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act  con- 
tained, the  Council,  in  the  case  of  the  opening-up, 
widening,  pi’olouging,  or  extending  of  any  street, 
lane,  .alley,  or  highway,  may  by  by-law  provide  that 
the  proportion  of  the  cost  of  snch  work  chargeable 
against  the  property  benefited  thereby  shall  be

and  may  by  by-law  authorize  the  issue  and  sale  of 
debentures  or  stock  for  the  purpose  of  raising  such 
sum  prior  to  completing  or  proceeding  with  the 
construction  of  such  local  improvements,  and  may 
akso  include  in  such  by-law  the  amount  of  any  debts 
authorized  by  any  by-laws  passed  in  the  same  year 
under  the  general  boj’rowing  powers  and  any  debts 
of  the  city  created  by  the  Legislature,  and  may 
direct  the  issue  in  one  series  of  the  debentures  or 
stofic  authorized  to  be  issued  by  all  or  any  of  such 
by-laws  with  the  debentures  or  stock  to  be  issued 
for  raising  the  amount  estimated  for  local  improve- 
ments as  aforesaid,  and  may  provide  for  a sinking 
fund,  or  make  the  debt  payable  by  instalments  of 
principal  and  interest  as  provided  by  the  principal 
Act  in  regard  to  borrowing  money,  and  may  extend 
the  time  for  payment  of  the  debt  in  either  of  such 
methods  for  such  length  of  time  as  the  Council  may 
deem  necessary,  notwithstanding  that  the  frontage 
or  lU’operty  assessments  in  connection  with  such 
local  improvements  may  be  payable  at  one  or  more 
different  periods,  and  may  consolidate  any  such 
debts  by  one  or  more  such  b.v-laws.  and  for  the 
purpose  of  making  the  dates  of  payment  uniform 
may,  without  resubmitting  any  by-law,  change  the 
date  of  payment  or  maturity  of  the  debentures  or 
stock  authorized  to  be  issued  by  ,‘iny  by  law  for  the 
borrowing  of  money;  and  that,  in  case  any  such 
change  in  the  payment  period  is  made,  a recompii- 
tation  shall  be  made  of  the  amount  necessary  for 
the  annual  levy  of  sinking  fund  or  instalment  of 
principal  and  interest,  and  that  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  to  submit  to  the  electors  .any  by  law  of 
any  nature  above  mentioned. 

14.  To  repeal  sections  2.33  to  2.35,  inclusive,  of 
the  principal  Act.  as  enacti'd  by  section  10  of  the 
“ Vancouver  Incorporation  Act,  1900,  Amendment 
Act.  1907,”  and  to  enact  in  lieu  thereof  the  folloAv-

“(d. ) That  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Control 
sh.all  hold  office  as  follows : — 

“At  the  first  election  the  member  who  received 
the  highest  number  of  votes  and  the  member  who 
received  the  second  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
continue  in  office  for  two  years  from  the  date  of 
their  election,  and  from  that  time  onward  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  elected ; and  the 
two  members  who  receive  respectively  the  third  and 
fourth  highest  number  of  votes  shall  continue  in 
office  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  election, 
.and  from  that  time  onward  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  elected. 

“ In  each  year  succeeding  the  said  first  election 
of  snch  last-mentioned  members  there  shall  be 
elected  as  many  members  of  said  Board  as  .shall 
be  necessary  to  fill  the  places  of  the  members  whose 
terms  of  office  then  expire,  so  as  to  complete  or 
continue  the  full  complement  of  four  members,  and 
such  members  as  are  elected  in  each  succeeding 
year  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  from  the  date 
of  their  election,  and  from  that  time  onward  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  elected. 

“ In  case  of  a tie  at  any  such  election  the  Re- 
turning Officer  shall  have  a casting-vote. 

“(.3.)  Candidates  for  the  office  of  Controllers 
shall  be  nomin.ated  and  elected  at  the  same  time 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Mayor  and  nominated  and  elected,  and  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  providing  for  the  nomina- 
tion and  election  of  Mayor,  including  qualifications, 
disqualifications,  controyerted  elections,  election  by 
acclamation,  and  filling  of  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  the  said  office,  shall,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein,  mniaiis  mutandis,  apply  to  the 
nomination  and  election  of  Controllers. 

“ Candidates  for  the  office  of  iNIayor  and  Aider- 
men  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  candidates  for  the 
office  of  snch  Mayor  and  Aldermen  are  nominated 
and  elected  under  this  Act,  and  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  providing  for  the  nomination  and  election 
of  INIayor  and  Aldermen,  including  qualifications, 
disqualifications,  controverted  elections,  election  by 
acclamation,  and  filling  of  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  any  such  office,  shall,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein,  uiutafis  mutandis,  apply  to  the 
nomination  and  election  of  such  Mayor  and 
Aldermen. 

“(4.)  The  Council  may  fix  by  by-law  herein- 
before mentioned  the  salary  to  be  paid  to  the 
members  of  tlie  Board  of  Control. 

“(.5.)  While  sitting  in  Council  each  Alderman 
iind  each  Controller  shall  have  one  vote,  and  the 
Mayor  shall  have  a casting-vote. 

“2.34.  (1.)  The  Board  of  Control  shall  be  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Council,  three  members 
of  which  shall  constitute  a quorum,  and  the  Board 
sliall  hold  daily  meetings  at  snch  times  as  may  be 
jirovided  by  the  by-law  hereinbefore  mentioned  ; and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  of  Control  as 
such  executive  committee: — 

“(a.)  To  iirepare  an  estimate  of  the  proposed 
expenditure  of  the  year  and  submit  same  to  the 
Council  for  its  consideration.

Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council, 
prepare  specifications  for  and  award  all  contracts, 
and  for  all  purposes  to  call  for  all  tenders  for 
Avorhs,  materials,  and  supplies,  implements  or 
machinery,  or  any  other  goods  or  property  for  the 
use  of  the  city,  and  to  report  their  action  to  the 
Council  at  its  next  regular  meeting.  Upon  the 
opening  of  any  tenders  the  Board  shall  require  the 
presence  of  the  head  of  the  dei)artment  or  sub-head 
of  any  department  Avith  Avhieh  the  subject-matter 
of  such  tender  is  concerned,  and  also  of  the  City 
Solicitor  if  necessary: 

(c. ) To  inspect  and  report  to  the  Council,  Avhen 
requested  by  it,  upon  all  municipal  Avorks  being 
carried  on  or  in  progress  Avithin  the  city : 

“(d.)  Subject  to  the  approAuil  of  the  Council,  to 
appoint  heads  of  departments  and  sub-departments, 
and.  after  a faA’ourable  report  by  the  head  of  a 
department,  clerks  of  departments  and  sub  depart- 
ments, or  in  the  case  of  an  appointment  of  a head 
of  a department  or  sub-department,  after  a favour- 
able report  by  the  head  of  the  department  or  such 
person  Avho  may  have  been  temporarily  appointed 
to  act  in  that  capacity,  and  to  recommend  the 
salaries  to  be  paid  to  such  heads  of  departments, 
sub-departments,  and  clerks,  and  the  Council  shall 
pay  such  salaries  as  shall  be  recommended  as 
aforesaid :

The  Board  of  School  Trustees,  the  Board 
of  Police  Commissionei’s.  and  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment of  the  Public  Inbrary  of  the  city,  respectively, 
and  iill  other  governing  boards  of  the  city  noAV  or 
hereafter  to  be  constituted,  shall  furnish  to  the 
said  Board  of  Conti'ol,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  Febi-uary  in  each  year,  their  several  and  respec- 
tive annual  estimates. 

“(5.)  NotAvithstanding  anything  in  this  Act  con- 
tained, the  duties  herein  assigned  to  the  Board  of 
(hmtrol  shall  be  discharged  exclusiA'ely  by  the  said 
Board. 

“ 2.-’5.  (1.)  Sections  and  224  shall  not  come 
into  force  unless  and  until  the  Council  shall,  before 
the  final  passage  of  the  by-hnv  required  by  the  said 
section,  submit  the  said  by-hiAv  to  the  electors  en- 
titled to  vote  for  money  by-hiAvs  under  section  10.2 
of  this  Act  and  amendments  thereto,  in  the  same 
manner,  as  to  giving  notice  thereof  and  taking  the 
vote,  as  is  provided  for  the  submission  of  money 
by-ha  Avs  by  said  section  10.2  and  amendments 
thereto. 

“(2.)  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  returns  of  the 
votes  cast,  the  City  Clerk  shall  add  up  the  votes, 
and  if  it  appears  from  such  returns  that  the  votes 
cast  for  such  by-laAV  be  three-fifths  of  the  votes  of 
the  poll,  the  City  Clerk  shall  declare  such  by-law 
carried,  otherAvise  he  shall  declare  it  lost.  In  the 
event  of  such  by-laAV  being  carried,  the  Council 
shall  finally  pass  such  by-law.”

Rule  7G. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills, 

properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
ISGT,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway.  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  I.ock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar clasb?  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearlj*  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  the  aiiplicatiou  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant ; such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows: — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
new.spaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
coines  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
lie  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Slanding  Orders. 

72.  No  IV'tition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Ses.sion,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  (.’ommitlee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Pule  shaM  be  entertained,  by  the  House  until  the 
.same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
f'oniinittee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  .shall  reiiort  thereon  to  the  House.  .\nd 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
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said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented'  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
O'  • I I". (‘imbefoi'e  limited,  shall  in  either  ca.se  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Ilouse,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  .-1  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  with  eopies  of  the  notices 
inihlishcd.  Such,  publication  to  be  proved  by  adi- 
davit  or  declaration  to  the  sali.sfaction  of  the  C’lerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depo-siting  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  alsx)  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a co|)y 
of  the  Bill.  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hand.s  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  I’etition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Sestsion. 
the  amount  to  be  paid^  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fee.s  paid,  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a I'rivate  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  i.s  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  70,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not. 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
d'eparture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  inti'od'uc- 
tion  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  d'etails,  and  a 
note  shall  he  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted'  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

S2.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed'  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7i/^  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  d'eposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
d'uring  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
I’rivate  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  So,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adoi)te(L  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  from 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  ]\Iodel  Bill. 

'J'he  i)rovisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  .Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

.\ny  excei)tional  provision.s  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  ajjplication  for  the  same.

That  representations  have  been  made  to  the  IMiu- 
ister  of  the  Interior  that  the  financial  stringency 
resulting  from  the  war  has  rendered  it  exceedingly 
dilficult  for  the  lessees  under  these  regulations 
either  to  pay  the  rental  due,  or  accruing  due  on  their 
locations,  or  obtain  the  means  with  which  to  install 
boring  machinery  necessary  to  prospect  such  loca- 
tions, and  numerous  applications  have  been  made 
to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  for  extensions  of 
time  within  which  to  comply  with  these  require- 
ments ; 

That  the  lessees  have  in  all  cases  paid  the  rental

“MOVING  PICTURES  ACT.” 


"pURSUANT  to  tho  provisions  of  the  “ Moving 
J-  Pioturos  Act,”  i)eing  chapter  75  of  tho 
Statutes  of  Rritisli  Columbia  for  lOM,  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in  Council  has,  by  Order  in 
Council  approved  on  the  27th  day  of  .Tune,  1014, 
been  pleased  to  make  regulations  as  follows ; — 

1.  The  interpretation  of  the  terms  “ Censor,” 
“ film  exchange,”  “ films,”  “ kinematograph,” 
“ moving  - picture  theatre,”  “ operator,”  and 
“ slides  ” contained  in  the  interpretation  section 
of  the  “Moving  Pictures  Act”  shall  extend  to 
these  Regulations. 

Every  licensee  of  a moving-picture  theatre,  film 
exchange,  or  kinematograph,  and  every  employee 
or  agent  of  such  licensee,  and  every  person  holding 
a licence  as  operator  or  apprentice  operator  shall 
observe  the  following  Regulations : 

2.  The  room  or  cabinet  in  which  any  kinemato- 
graph used  under  the  provisions  of  a moving- 
picture  theatre  licence  shall  be  placed  for  purposes 
of  operation  slmll  be  at  least  7 feet  high,  the  floor- 
space  to  vary  according  to  the  number  of  machines 
so  placed  therein,  as  follows : — 

One  kinematogi-aph.  not  less  than  6 feet  long  by 
S feet  deep. 

Two  kinematographs,  not  less  than  9 feet  long  by 
8 feet  deep. 

For  each  additional  kinematograph  add  feet  to 
length ; and  where  the  stereopticon  lamp-house  is 
separate  and  not  attached  to  the  kinematograph, 
add  S feet  to  length.  Tho  depth  of  a room  or 
cabinet  shall  be  defined  as  the  distance  between 
walls  following  an  imaginary  line  from  the  front 
to  the  back  of  the  kinematograph  and  produced  to 
said  walls  when  kinematograph  is  fixed  in  operating 
position. 

S.  Every  operating  room  or  cabinet  installed  in 
premises  licensed  as  a moving-picture  theatre  shall 
be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  following 
repuirements : — 

(a.)  The  enclosing  walls  of  room  or  cabinet 
shall  be  constructed  of  brick,  burnt-clay  tile, 
reinforced  concrete,  or  a frame  of  iron  angles  and 
tees  lined  with  a.sbestos  board  of  a quality  approved 
by  the  Censor. 

(h.)  If  built  of  brick,  the  walls  shall  be  not  less 
than  8 inches  in  thickness  and  shall  be  plastered 
on  both  sides  with  cement  mortar;  the  floor  and 
ceiling  shall  be  cnnstrueted  of  reinforced  concrete, 
burnt-clay  tile,  or  such  other  equally  fire-proof 
material  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Censor. 

fe.)  Tf  built  of  burnt-clay  tile,  the  walls  shall  be 
not  less  than  0 inches  in  thickness  and  shall  be 
plastered  on  both  sides  with  cement  mortar:  floor 
and  ceiling  to  be  built  ns  provided  for  brick 
walls  in  subsection  (h)  of  this  section  of  the 
Regulations. 

(d.)  If  built  of  reinforced  concrete,  the  walls 
shall  be  not  less  than  6 inches  in  thickness ; floor 
and  ceiling  to  be  built  as  provided  for  brick  Avails 
in  subsection  (h)  of  this  section  of  the  Regulations. 

fc.')  Tf  built  with  a frame  of  iron  angles  and 
tees,  the  construction  shall  be  as  per  speeifications 
detailed  in  subsection  (j)  of  this  section  of  the 
Regulations. 

(f.)  The  main  doorAvay.  or  entrance,  of  all  rooms 
or  cabinets  shall  be  at  least  2 feet  Avide  by  at  least 
0 feet  his-h.  Avith  an  angle-iron  frame  substantially 
riAmted  at  all  anoles  and  substantiallv  braced  at  the 
corners ; the  door-frame  shall  be  filled  Avith  hard 
asbestos  board  of  a quality  approved  by  the  Censor 
and  .shall  be  hung  to  an  angle-iron  casing  by  at 
least  tAVO  heavy  spring  hinges,  the  casing  to  be  so 
constructed  as  to  form  a rabbet  of  at  least  2 inches 
oAmrlapping  the  door-frame  at  top,  bottom,  and 
sides;  the  door  .shall  be  hung  to  open  outAAmrd  and 
its  spring  hinges  shall  exert  sufficient  pressure  to 
keep  the  door  tightlv  closed  in  normal  position. 

(rr.)  Opcribin!^. — There  shall  not.  in  addition  to 
the  enti'ance  door  and  OA’crlu'ad  A'cnt.  be  more  than 
two  openings  in  such  room  or  cabinet  for  each 
kinematograph  installed — one  to  provide  for  obser- 
vation of  the  screen  by  the  operator,  and  one  for 
the  projection  of  moving  pictures.  The  opening  for 
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tho  pro.iection  of  moving  pictures  shall  not  be  more 
than  112  .square  inches  in  area,  and  the  opening  for 
observation  not  more  than  9G  .square  inches  in  area. 
All  such  openings  shall  be  proAuded  AAuth  gravity- 
doors  constructed  of  metal  not  less  than  Vw  inch  in 
thickness.  When  clo.sed.  the  doors  shall  OAmrlap 
the  openings  at  least  2 inches  on  all  sides  and  be 
arranged  to  slide,  Avithout  binding,  in  properly  con- 
structed grooAU's  or  channels ; said  doors  to  be  held 
open  normally  by  use  of  a fine  combustible  cord 
fastened  to  a fusible  link  AA'hich  Avill  melt  at  a 
tem])erature  of  100°  Eahr.,  or  in  the  alternative 
said  doors  shall  be  held  open  normally  by  use  of 
any  mechanical  or  electro-magnetic  tripping  device 
aiiproA’ed  l)y  the  Censor  and  using  a fusible  link 
Avhich  Avill  molt  at  a temperature  of  160°  Fahr. 
In  either  case  the  equipment  shall  be  .so  arran.ged 
that  the  doors  may  he  easily  released  and  clo.sed 
by  hand.  Operators  shall  release  and  close  the 
dooi's  once  every  Avorking-day,  and  all  such  doors 
and  equipment  shall  be  continuously  maintained  in 
first-class  Avorking-order. 

(li.)  Shelves. — All  .shelves,  fixtures,  and  fittings 
in  such  room  or  cabinet  shall  bo  constructed  of 
incombustible  material,  or,  if  constructed  of  Avood, 
the  same  shall  be  not  less  than  % inch  in  thickness 
and  shall  bo  covered  Avith  sheet  metal  in  a manner 
approved  by  the  Censor. 

((.)  Ventilation . — Near  the  centre  of  tho  roof  of 
such  i-oom  or  cabinet  there  shall  be  an  opening  of 
not  less  than  12  inches  in  diameter : the  upper  side 
of  the  .said  opening  to  be  proAuded  Avith  an  iron 
flange,  said  flaiige  to  be  securely  fastened  to  the 
ceiling  of  the  room  or  cabinet.  Securely  fastened 
to  this  flange  shall  be  a riveted  metal  Amnt-pipe 
constructed  of  not  less  than  No.  20  P>.  & S.  gauge 
and  at  least  12  inches  in  diameter  throughout  its 
length,  said  pipe  to  lead  to  the  outside  of  the 
building  or  to  a special  incombustible  A'ent-flue ; 
all  parts  of  vent-pipe  to  bo  at  least  6 inches  from 
any  combustible  material. 

{}.)  If  room  or  cabinet  is  built  Avith  a frame  of 
iron  angles  and  tees,  the  construction  shall  be  in 
accordance  Avith  the  folloAving  specifications: — 

Frame. — To  be  built  of  at  least  ll/^-inch  by  1%- 
inch  by  Vj^-inch  angle  or  tec  irons,  as  folloAA^s ; — 

Four  outside  horizontal  members  at  top  and 
liottom.  Four  corner  uprights. 

Intermediate  uprights  on  sides  and  intermediate 
members  on  roofs  not  to  be  spaced  more  than  2 feet 
l)etAveen  centres. 

A tee-iron  to  be  placed  throughout  the  length 
of  each  horizontal  joint  of  asbestos  board  lining  the 
room  or  cabinet. 

Main  doorAAmy  and  entrance-door  to  be  con- 
structed in  accordance  AAUth  the  requirements  of 
subsection  (/)  of  this  section  of  the  Regulations. 

All  joints  in  frame  to  be  made  Avith  ®/i„-inch  steel 
plates,  to  Avhich  each  angle  or-  tee-iron  shall  be 
riAi’eted  or  bolted  by  tho  use  of  at  least  tAvo  1/4. -inch 
bolts  or  riA’cts : all  bolts  or  riAmts  to  have  flat  heads, 
said  heads  to  engage  in  properly  countersunk  holes. 

Covcriiifi  of  Cabinet. — Sides  and  ceiling  of  such 
room  or  cabinet  shall  be  coAmred  Avith  hard  asbestos 
boai’ds  of  at  least  % inch  thickness  and  of  a qualit.A' 
approved  by  the  Censor.  The  asbestos  shall  be  so 
eut  and  arranged  that  all  joints  betAveen  boards 
shall  come  over  an  angle  or  tee-iron,  to  Avhich  the 
a.sbestos  shall  be  securely  fastened  by  means  of 
proper  bolts  and  nuts,  said  bolts  to  be  spaced  not 
more  than  0 inches  apart. 

Floorinfi. — Tho  floor  of  such  room  or  cabinet 
shall  be  made  of  tAvo  parts,  an  upper  and  a loAver 
floor.  The  loAA'er  floor  shall  be  made  of  AA'ood  floor- 
ing of  % inch  medium  thickness,  and  must  be 
suiiported  on  tho  loAver  legs  of  the  loAvest  horizontal 
angle-irons.  Resting  on  this  floor  shall  be  a floor 
made  of  hard  asbestos  boards  of  % inch  minimum 
thickness,  to  be  coAmia'd,  if  adAusable,  Avith  lock- 
jointed  metal  of  not  less  than  24  R.  & S.  gauge. 

In  the  alternatiAm.  concrete  of  at  least  2 inches 
in  thickness  may  be  used  for  the  flooring  of  such 
room  or  cabinet. 

Openings. — No  greater  inimber  of  openings  Avill 
be  permitted  in  such  room  or  cabinet  than  in-ovided 
for  in  subsection  (p)  of  this  section  of  the  Reg\ila- 
tions,  and  the  said  openings  and  graAdty-doors 
shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  Avith  the  reqiiire- 
ments  set  forth  in  said  subsection. 
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Shclrcs. — All  shelves,  fixtures,  iuul  fittings  in 
such  room  or  cabinet  shall  be  constructed  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  detailed  in  sub- 
section (/i)  of  this  section  of  the  Regulations. 

Vvnlilation. — Ventilation  of  such  room  or  cabinet 
shall  be  effected  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments detailed  in  subsection  (/.)  of  this  section 
of  the  Regulations,  with  the  exception  that  the  iron 
flange  situated  on  the  upper  side  of  the  opening 
in  the  roof  or  ceiling  of  the  operating-room  must  be 
securely  bolted  to  the  angle  or  tee-irons  supporting 
the  roof. 

The  exterior  covering  (if  any)  of  every  iron- 
frame  operating  room  or  cabinet  permanently  in- 
stalled in  any  moving-picture  theatre  shall  be  of 
metal  lath  and  cement  mortar. 

In  the  case  of  any  moving-picture  theatre  the 
construction  of  which  was  completed  prior  to  May 
1st.  1913,  and  in  which  is  situated  an  operating 
room  or  cabinet  differing  in  construction  from  the 
specifications  set  forth  in  these  Regulations,  said 
operating  room  or  cabinet,  on  being  approved  by 
the  Censor  as  being  of  a reasonably  safe  fire-proof 
construction,  shall,  so  long  as  such  approval  be  not 
cancelled  or  withdrawn,  be  deemed  a sufficient  com- 
pliance with  these  Regulations  so  far  as  the  same 
relate  to  the  construction  thereof. 

4.  Where  a municipality  by  by-law  duly  enacted 
restricts  the  construction  of  operating-rooms  in 
moving-picture  theatres  situated  within  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  said  municipality  to  types  and 
construction  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Censor 
are  similar  to  types  and  construction  specified  in 
subsections  (&),  (c).  (fZ).  (/),  (g),  (h) . or  (i) 
of  section  3 of  these  Regulations,  then  the  type 
and  construction  of  operating-room  specified  in 
subsection  (j)  of  section  3 of  these  Regulations 
shall  not  be  permitted  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  municipality. 

•5.  PoridWe  Operating  - cahinets.  — No  portable 
operating-cabinet  shall  be  used  in  any  moving- 
picture  theatre  in  which  a permanent  operating- 
room  is  installed,  or  in  any  moving-picture  theatre 
Avherein  moving  pictures  are  regularly  displayed  to 
the  public. 

Portable  operating  - cabinets  conforming  to  the 
standard  of  construction  specified  in  these  Regula- 
tions for  Type  1,  and  portable  operating-cabiTiets 
differing  from  such  standard  but  which  may  be 
approA'^ed  by  the  Censor,  may  be  used  in  buildings 
not  equipped  Avith  permanent  operating  rooms  or 
cabinets,  provided  Avritten  permission  for  such  use 
is  obtained  from  the  Censor,  such  permission  to 
coA'er  such  period  of  time  as  the  Censor  may  in 
his  di.scretion  determine. 

Type  No.  1 shall  conform  to  the  specifications 
provided  in  subsections  (/),  (g),  (h) , (i) , and 
(})  of  section  3 of  these  Regulations,  Avith  the 
folloAving  exceptions: — 

Intermediate  uprights  shall  be  spaced  not  more 
than  4 feet  a paid. 

Special  means  of  ventilation  need  not  be  pro- 
A'ided,  except  that  in  every  portable  cabinet  there 
shall  be  an  opening  in  the  roof  of  same  for  ventila- 
tion ; this  opening  to  be  at  least  12  inches  in 
diameter,  and  .above  said  opening  there  shall  be 
a riveted  metal  sleeve  at  least  12  inches  in  diameter 
and  at  least  l.S  iiiches  in  height,  said  metal  sleeA'e 
to  be  not  less  than  No.  20  B.  & S.  gauge  and  pro- 
vided at  its  top  Avith  a ventilating-cap. 

The  base  of  every  portable  cabinet  shall  have  a 
flange  extension  outAvard  on  all  four  sides  provided 
Avith  a sufficient  number  of  holes  through  Avhich  lag 
screAA'S  or  bolts  shall  extend  to  fasten  the  cabinet 
firmly  to  the  floor  of  the  building  in  Avhich  it  is 
used. 

Type  No.  2:  This  style  of  portable  operating- 
c.abinet  is  restricted  to  the  use  of  persons  holding 
kinematograph  licences,  and  Avill  be  approved  by 
the  Censor  for  use  in  such  premises  as  may  be 
endorsed  upon  said  kinematograph  licences,  ahvays 
l)roviding  such  premises  are  approved  for  the 
exhibition  of  moving  pictures  by  the  constituted 
authorities  of  the  municipality  or  district  in  Avhich 
it  is  proposed  to  exhibit  said  moving  pictures. 

This  style  of  operating-cabinet  shall  be  at  least 
0 feet  in  height,  G feet  in  width,  and  6 feet  in 
depth— that  is,  0 feet  high  Avith  a square  floor  area 


of  36  square  feet — and  shall  conform  to  the 
folloAving  specifications  : — ■ 

Frame. — To  be  made  of  at  least  1%-inch  by 
1%-inch  by  Viu-inch  angle-irons,  as  folloAvs : — 

Bach  side-Avall  and  roof  to  bo  composed  of  four 
outside  angle-iron  members  mitred  and  substan- 
tially braced  at  corners  Avith  iron  plating  or  straps 
placed  and  bolted  to  angles  in  such  manner  as  to 
ensure  absolute  rigidity  of  frame ; said  angle-iron 
frames  to  be  covered  Avith  sheet  metal  of  not  less 
than  24  B.  & S.  gauge,  said  sheet  metal  to  be 
securely  fastened  to  angle-iron  framing  by  )4-inch 
flat-head  stOA^e-bolts  carrying  Avashers,  said  bolt- 
heads  entering  countersunk  holes  in  angle-iron 
frame,  and  bolts  to  be  spaced  not  more  than  8 
inches  apart.  All  joints  in  sheet  metal  shall  be 
single-locked. 

The  AAUill  and  roof  frames  of  said  cabinet  shall 
be  so  constructed  that  Avhen  assembled  the  iron 
angles  of  the  frames  Avill  join  one  to  the  other 
Avith  full  overlap  of  the  114‘iuch  Aveb  of  the  angles, 
the  said  overlapping  Avebs  of  each  frame  shall  be 
bolted  together  Avith  %-inch  stove-bolts  spaced  not 
more  than  1 foot  apart;  the  completed  frame  of 
Avails  and  roof  to  be  flame  and  smoke  tight  at  all 
connecting  joints. 

Main  dooi-Avay  or  entrance  to  be  at  least  2 feet 
wide  by  at  least  6 feet  high,  with  an  angle-iron 
framing.  The  main  door  shall  be  hung  on  at  least 
tAvo  heavy  spring  hinges  and  arranged  to  open  out- 
AAoard  and  to  close  against  a substantial  metal 
rabbet,  OA^erlapping  on  sides,  top,  and  bottom  at 
least  1 inch.  The  spring  hinges  shall  exert  suffi- 
cient pressure  to  keep  the  door  tightly  closed  in 
normal  position. 

Flooring. — Shall  consist  of  sheet  metal  of  not 
less  than  24  B.  & S.  gauge  and  of  such  size  as 
shall  entirely  coA^er  the  floor  area  of  the  cabinet 
and  project  beneath  and  be  covered  by  the  loAver 
Aveb  of  the  bottom  iron  angles  of  the  aamII  frames; 
all  joints  in  the  sheet-metal  floor  .shall  be  single- 
locked. 

Openings. — No  greater  number  of  openings  will 
be  permitted  in  the  cabinet  than  provided  for  in 
subsection  ig)  of  section  .3  of  these  Regulations, 
and  the  said  opening  and  the  graAuty-doors  shall 
be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
set  forth  in  said  subsection,  save  and  Avith  the 
folloAving  exceptions : — 

Gravity-doors  shall  be  constructed  of  metal  not 
less  than  inch  in  thickness,  and  Avhen  closed 
the  doors  shall  overlap  the  openings  at  least  1 inch 
on  all  sides. 

Shelves. — All  shch^es  and  fittings  in  such  cabinet 
shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  Avith  the  require- 
ments detailed  in  subsection  (h)  of  section  3 of 
these  Regulations. 

Ventilation. — Special  means  of  ventilation  need 
not  be  provided,  except  that  there  shall  be  an 
opening  in  the  roof  for  ventilation ; this  opening 
to  be  at  least  S inches  in  diameter,  and  aboA^e  said 
opening  there  shall  be  a riveted  metal  sleeve  at 
least  8 inches  in  diameter  and  at  least  18  inches 
in  height,  said  sleoA’^e  to  be  provided  at  its  top 
Avith  a A^entila ting-cap. 

The  base  of  this  style  of  cabinet  shall,  on  all  fovir 
sides,  be  bolted  or  lag-scrcAved  to  the  floor  AV'hen 
in  use.  so  that  cabinet  shall  be  subsr-antially  and 
firmly  fastened  to  said  floor,  the  bolts  or  lag  screws 
to  pass  through  holes  in  the  Aveb  of  the  iron  angles 
resting  on  the  floor. 

6.  All  kinematographs,  kinematograph  lamp- 
houses  and  machine-heads  shall  be  in  themselA'es 
and  in  all  accessory  parts  of  a type  and  style 
iil)proA'ed  by  tbe  Censor. 

All  kinematograph  lamp-houses  and  machine- 
heads  shall  be  supported  on  iron  stands  securely 
fastened  to  the  floor  of  the  operating  room  or 
cabinet. 

Feed  and  take-up  reels  of  all  kinematographs 
shall  be  enclosed  in  metal  magazines  of  standard 
typo  and  style  approA^ed  by  the  Censor.  Doors  on 
skies  of  magazines  shall  be  substantially  hinged 
and  latched. 

All  kinematograph  lamp-houses  shall  be  equipped 
Avith  a substantial  shutter  or  doAvser  in  front  of 
the  condenser  mount,  and  all  kinematograph 
machine-heads  shall  be  equipped  Avith  a shutter 
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complotoly  covoring  tho  film  iiporture  in  said 
machine-head,  said  slintter  in  the  machine-head  to 
b('  so  arranged  and  operated  as  to  automatically 
close  when  rate  of  travel  of  film  becomes  slower 
than  ordinary,  or  normal,  exhibiting  speed. 

7.  All  kinematograi)hs  in  moving-picture  theatres 
shall  be  operated  by  hand,  save  and  except  in  cases 
whore  special  written  permission  for  the  use  of  a 
motor  drive  is  given  by  the  Censor  in  advance  of 
the  operation  of  such  motor-drive. 

8.  Arc-lamps  operatc'd  in  connection  with  kine- 
matographs  shall  be  controlled  by  a double-pole, 
single-throw  switch  within  easy  reach  of  the  opera- 
tor, said  switch  to  bo  enclosed  in  a metal  hood. 

Conductors  supplying  current  to  lamp  shall  not 
be  smaller  than  No.  G 15.  & S.  gauge.  Stranded 
conductors  provided  with  approved  lugs  shall  be 
used  between  lamp  and  permanent  wiling.  A fire- 
proof insulation  shall  be  used  on  conductors  inside 
lamp-house  and  on  conductors  connected  to  the  arc 
lamp  and  resistance.  Conductors  passing  through 
lamp-house  shall  be  protected  with  insulating  bush- 
ings in  lamp -house  frame. 

9.  Rheostats. — Resistance  boxes  and  rheostats 
shall  be  mounted  on  slate  bases ; rheostats  to  be 
placed  outside  of  operating-rooms  Avliere  possible. 
Rheostats  shall  be  entirely  covered  with  metal 
guards  to  the  approval  of  the  Censor,  said  guards 
to  be  provided  with  ventilation-holes  sufficient  in 
number  to  ensure  passing-olf  of  heat  generated  by 
coils  or  grids. 

Transforming  devices,  their  installation  and 
location,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Censor. 

10.  A tank  constructed  of  sheet  metal  of  not  less 
than  No.  20  B.  <&  S.  gauge  shall  be  kept  in  every 
operating  room  or  cabinet  whore  a kinematograph 
is  operated,  said  tank  to  be  built  substantially 
without  the  use  of  solder  or  other  fusible  substance, 
and  said  tank  shall  he  equipped  with  a self-closing 
door,  and  all  films,  except  those  in  the  machine 
magazines  or  in  process  of  rewinding,  shall  be 
placed  and  kept  in  said  tank. 

11.  All  electric  wiring  entering  any  operating 
room  or  cabinet  in  Avhich  a kinematograph  is 
operated  shall  be  conveyed  to  said  room  or  cabinet 
in  iron  conduit. 

12.  One  incandescent  electric  light  will  be  allowed 
in  every  operating  room  or  cabinet  for  each  kine- 
matograph installed  in  said  room  or  cabinet,  and 
one  such  light  for  the  rewinding-bench ; all  such 
lights  shall  bo  provided  with  wire  guards,  and  re- 
inforced cord  shall  be  used  for  pendant  purposes. 

1.3.  No  material  of  a combustible  nature  shall  be 
kept  or  stored  in  any  operating  room  or  cabinet  in 
any  moving-picture  theatre  except  the  films  neces- 
sary for  one  single  showu 

14.  Twm  chemical  fire-extinguishers,  or  such 
greater  number  as  may  be  required  and  directed  by 
the  Censor,  of  a size,  nature,  type,  or  pattern 
approved  by  tho  Censor,  all  to  be  continuou.sly 
maintained  in  good  wmrking-order,  shall  be  kept 
at  all  times  ready  for  use,  one  inside  the  operating 
room  or  cabinet,  the  other  located  immediately  out- 
side said  room  or  cabinet  and  near  the  entrance- 
door  of  same. 

A large  p.-iil  full  of  sand,  and  a hand-shovel  to 
go  with  same,  sh.all  at  all  times  be  kept  within 
every  room  or  cabinet  in  wliich  a kinematograph 
is  operated. 

15.  The  entrance-door  to  the  operating  room  or 
cabinet  of  every  moving-i)icture  theatre  shall  be 
kept  tightly  closed,  but  not  locked,  during  all  per- 
formances or  at  any  other  time  wlien  tho  moving- 
picture  machine  contained  in  said  room  or  cabinet 
is  being  operated. 

Every  such  operating  room  or  cabinet  .shall  be 
situated  in  a position  winch  does  not  interfere  with 
or  obstruct  any  aisle  or  pas.sage-way  in  the  moving- 
picture  theatre  in  which  same  is  placed. 

IG.  No  person  shall,  wliile  under  the  influence  of 
intoxicating  liquor,  o])erate  or  attempt  to  operate 
a kinematograph  situated  within  a moving-picture 
theatre,  nor  shall  any  person  in  charge  of  a moving- 
picture  theatre  permit  any  person  under  the  influ- 
ence of  intoxicating  liquor  to  operate  or  attempt  to 
operate  any  kinematograph  situated  in  said  theatre. 

17.  Apprentice  operators  shall  not  be  instructed 


in  the  operation  of  kinematographs  during  a public 
perf<jrmance  in  a moving-picture  theatre. 

18.  The  Censor  may.  in  his  discretion,  cancel  or 
suspend  any  licence  granted  for  the  opeiatiou  of 
moving-pictui'e  a]>paratus  and  its  counection.s. 
Following  are  some  of  the  causes  warranting  can- 
cdlation  or  suspension  of  .such  licences  : 

Failure  to  display  operator’s  licence  w'here 
moving-picture  apparatus  is  bdng  operiitod. 

Making  of  false  statements  in  application  for 
licence. 

Smoking  or  permitting  smoking  or  the  use  ot 
matches  in  operating-rooms  at  any  time. 

Permitting  any  fire  or  open  light  in  opeuating- 
room  wliile  audience  or  spectators  are  in  the 
moving-picture  theatre. 

Allowing  doors  of  operating-room  to  be  open 
wliile  operating  kinematograph. 

Reading  wliile  operating  kinematograph. 

Permitting  an  unlicensed  person  other  than  tho 
manager  of  the  moving-picture  theatre  in  wliich  the 
operator  is  employed,  or  an  authorized  official,  to 
be  in  the  operating-room  wliile  audience  or  spec- 
tators are  in  the  moving-picture  theatre. 

Having  in  operating-room  a greater  number^  of 
reels  of  film  than  necessary  for  the  show'  or  exhibi- 
tion at  any  time  being  given. 

Having  any  film  exposed  in  operating-room  other 
than  the  one  film  in  process  of  transfer  to  or  from 
kinematograph,  or  from  upper  to  low'er  magazine  of 
said  machine,  or  a single  reel  of  film  in  process  of 
being  rew'ound. 

Over-fusing,  or  making  improper  electrical  con- 
nections. 

Permitting  a licence  to  be  in  the  possession  of 
any  unlicensed  person. 

Failure  to  test  apparatus  and  connections  prior 
to  each  performance  or  exhibition. 

Operating  a defective  kinematograph. 

Operating  a kinematograph  of  type  or  style  not 
approved  by  the  Censor. 

Maintaining  a dirty  operating-room. 

Latching  door  of  operating-room  on  the  inside, 
removing  handle  from  outside  of  door,  or  otherwise 
taking  action  such  as  might  delay  access  of  au- 
thorized person  to  said  room. 

Failure  to  report  promptly  to  the  Censor  the 
occurrence  of  any  film  fire  in  operating-room  of 
holder  of  licence ; such  reports  to  be  in  writing,  and 
to  state  fully  apparent  causes  of  said  fire. 

Permitting  unlicensed  manager  or  employee  of  a 
moving-picture  theatre,  or  any  other  unlicensed 
person,  to  operate  a kinematograph  in  a moving- 
l)icture  theatre  operating-room  wliile  a public  per- 
formance or  exhibition  is  being  given. 

Permitting  doors  on  film  magazines  of  kinemato- 
graph to  remain  open  or  unlatched  wliile  said  kine- 
matograph is  being  operated. 

Propping  up  oi'  suspending  any  fire-shutter  on  a 
kinematograph  in  operation. 

Removing  any  film-guard  from  kinematograph,  or 
depressing  any  film-guard  of  kinematograph  from 
noi'inal  position  wliile  said  machine  is  being 
operated. 

Being  absent  from  operating  jiosition  at  kinc- 
matograiih  wliile  said  machine  is  being  operated  by 
a motor-drive. 

Permitting  set  or  retaining  screw'  of  crank  of 
driving-spindle  of  kineniatograiih  to  become  loose  in 
such  manner  that  said  crank  could  become  detached 
from  said  spindle  w'hile  said  kinematograph  is  being 
operated. 

19.  No  moving-picture  theatre  shall  be  situated 
above  the  ground  floor  of  any  building. 

20.  No  licence  for  a film  exchange  shall  be  issued 
in  cases- w'hero  it  is  iiroposed  to  use  for  film- 
exchange  purposes  any  premises  in  any  building 
any  portion  of  wliicli  is  occupied  as  sleeping- 
cpiarters  by  any  person,  or  in  wliich  any  factory 
is  conducted. 

21.  Every  moving-picture  theatre  shall  have  at 
least  one  front  on  !i  iiublic  highway  or  street  (lanes 
not  to  be  classed  as  public  higlnvays  or  streets 
within  the  meaning  of  this  section  1,  and  in  such 
front  of  every  moving-picture  theatre  there  shall  be 
suitiible  means  of  entrance  and  exit  for  audience 
or  spectators. 

22.  From  every  auditorium  of  every  premises 
licensed  as  a moving-picture  theatre  there  shall  be. 
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in  addition  to  the  exit  specified  in  section  21  of 
those  lieiiidatious,  at  least  two  emergency  exits 
oi)eniug  to  a street  or  lane,  and  one  of  said  emer- 
gency exits  sliall  be  situated  on  eacli  side  of  the 
said  auditorium;  when  a moving-picture  theatre  is 
situated  at  the  corner  of  two  streets,  it  shall  have 
a third  emergency  exit  opening  to  the  street  on 
which  the  main  entrance  to  such  theatre  is  not 
situated.  Tlie  width  of  said  emergency  exits  shall 
be  at  least  one-half  of  that  provided  for  the  main 
pits,  but  no  emergency  exit-door  shall  be  less  than 
3 feet  G inches  wide  iu  the  clear. 

All  of  said  exit-doors  shall  be  made  in  two  leaves 
and  sliall  open  outwards,  and  the  fastenings  thereof 
during  each  performance,  and  until  the  entire  audi- 
ence has  left  or  vacated  the  building,  shall  be  only 
such  fastenings  as  are  afforded  by  panic  exit  bolts 
of  standard  tyiie ; no  exit-door  shall  be  locked  or 
bolted,  save  with  panic  bolts,  during  any  perform- 
ance iu  any  moving-picture  theatre. 

Hach  exit  of  every  premises  licensed  as  a moving- 
picture  theatre  shall,  at  all  times  when  such  pre- 
mises are  open  for  the  admission  of  the  public,  be 
marked  with  an  illuminated  sign  clearly  portraying 
through  red-coloured  glass  the  word  “ Jd  X I T ” ; 
the  letters  forming  such  word  to  be  not  less  than 
G inches  in  length.  No  other  red  illuminating 
lights  or  signs  shall  bo  used  iu  any  moving-picture 
theatre. 

23.  All  aisles  extending  from  the  front  to  the 
rear  of  the  auditorium  of  every  moving-picture 
theatre  shall  be  4 feet  iu  width  throughout  their 
length. 

Every  moving-picture  theatre  shall  have  cross- 
aisles extending  to  all  exits  from  the  aisles  running 
from  the  front  to  the  rear  of  the  auditorium  of  said 
theatre,  and  said  cross-aisles  shall  be  at  least  3 feet 
G inches  wide. 

24.  All  seats  iu  moving-picture  theatres  shall  bo 
not  less  than  32  inches  from  back  to  back,  measured 
iu  a horizontal  direction,  and  there  shall  not  be 
more  than  six  seats  between  any  scat  and  an  aisle. 
All  seats  excepting  those  contained  iu  the  boxes  of 
said  moving-picture  theatres  shall  be  firmly  secured 
to  the  floor. 

Where  ordinary  or  common  chairs  are  used  for 
seating  those  attending  a moving-picture  theatre, 
such  chairs,  save  iu  boxes,  must  be  battened  to- 
gether in  a secure  manner  and  fastened  firmly  to 
the  floor. 

25.  For  each  350  s<]uarc  feet  of  floor-space  in  the 
auditorium  of  any  moving-picture  theatre  (this  area 
to  include  all  balconies  and  boxes)  there  shall  be  a 
white  light  of  not  less  than  two-caudle  power;  said 
white  lights  to  be  placed  equidistant  around  the 
walls  of  tlie  auditorium,  and  they  shall  be  kept  lit 
during  the  whole  of  any  and  all  performances  to 
which  the  public  is  admitted. 

2G.  All  halls,  aisles,  passage-ways,  stairways,  or 
approaclies  in  every  moving-picture  theatre  shall  be 
kei)t  free  .and  unobstructed  by  any  camp-stool,  chair, 
sofa,  seat,  or  other  obstruction,  and  no  person  slnill 
be  permitted  to  stand  or  loiter  in  any  such  halls, 
aisles,  passage-ways,  stairways,  or  approaches. 

27.  All  electrical  wiring  or  apparatus  used  in 
connection  with  any  moving-i)icture  theatre  shall 
be  installc'd  in  full  compliance  with  the  rules  of  the 
National  lOIeetrical  Code. 

28.  The  auditorium  lights  of  every  premises 
licensed  as  a moving-picture  theatre  shall  be  oper- 
ab'd  on  an  emergency  lighting  circuit,  said  circuit 
to  be  controlled  by  moans  of  switches  insbilh'd  in 
iron  - eliul  ciibinets  placed  in  the  lobby  of  Siiid 
theatre  iind  also  in  the  operating-room  or  cabinet  of 
said  theatre,  s.aid  switches  to  be  easily  accessible  at 
all  times  to  authorized  attendants  at  said  theatre. 

4’he  current  for  said  emergency  lighting  circuits 
shall  be  taken  from  .a  point  directly  after  the  main 
service  fuses.  In  addition  to  sei'ving  all  auditorium 
lights,  said  emergency  circuit  shall  serve  all  exit 
lights  and  lights  in  halls.  i)as.sage-ways.  stairways, 
ai)pna'i(rh<‘S,  lobbies,  and  other  portions  of  every 
moving-iiicture  theatre  wherein  lights  are.  normally 
kept  light<'d  during  a pcu-formance. 

21).  The  (’ensor  shall  not  inspect  any  film  sub- 
mitted by  any  film  exchange,  or  by  any  person. 


until  the  fees  apidying  to  such  inspection,  as  pro- 
vided by  these  liegulatious,  have  been  paid.  All 
such  fees  shall  be  paid  in  cash  or  by  certified 
cheque  payable  to  the  Censor. 

30.  Any  person  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Censor,  be  present  during  the  inspection  of  films 
by  the  Censor  on  payment  of  a fee  of  50  cents. 

31.  I'lvery  person  showing  or  exhibiting  to  the 
public  any  film  carrying  anywhere  in  its  length  any 
section  of  film  which  has  not  been  approved  by  the 
Censor  shall  be  gaiilty  of  an  offence  within  the 
meaning  of  these  Regulations. 

32.  The  Censor  shall  have  power  to  approve  any 
moving-picture  film  from  which  all  portions  objec- 
tionable to  him  have  been  removed.  If  the  Censor 
approves  any  film  with  modifications  or  excisions, 
the  said  modifications  or  excisions  shall  be  made  by 
the  Censor,  and  the  portions  of  film  removed  shall 
remain  in  the  possession  of  the  Censor  so  long  as 
the  film  shall  remain  in  use  in  British  Columbia, 
and  shall  only  be  returned  to  the  person  who  sub- 
mitt(>d  said  modified  film  wlnm  the  approval  stamp 
of  the  Censor  has  been  by  said  Censor  removed  from 
the  film  which  was  so  modified. 

If  a person  submitting  any  film  to  the  Censor  for 
examination  objects  to  the  modification  of  the  film, 
he  shall  servo  the  Censor  with  notice  in  writing  to 
that  effect,  and  if  any  part  of  such  film  does  not 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Censor  such  film 
shall  not  be  modified  or  approved  by  him. 

33.  All  black  and  white  films  and  slides  shall  be 
inspected  by  the  Censor  at  the  demonstration  office 
maintained  by  the  Government  for  the  inspection 
thereof,  and  all  such  films  and  slides  shall  be  taken 
to  said  office  and  removed  therefrom  by  the  person 
submitting  the  same  for  inspection.  While  such 
films  or  slides  are  at  the  office  or  demonstration- 
room  of  the  Government  they  are  at  the  risk  of  the 
person  submitting  them  for  inspection,  such  risk 
covering  damage  or  loss  by  fire  or  damage  or  loss 
from  any  other  cause. 

34.  All  films,  whether  black  and  white  or  other 
variety,  which  for  any  reason  it  is  impossible  for 
the  Censor  to  inspect  at  the  Government  demon- 
stration office,  shall  be  inspected  at  the  convenience 
of  the  Censor  at  such  other  place  in  the  City  of 
Vancouver,  British  Columbia,  as  shall  be  provided 
at  the  direction  of  the  Censor  by  the  person  sub- 
mitting such  films  for  inspection ; and  all  costs 
incidental  to  such  inspection  shall  be  borne  by  the 
person  submitting  such  films. 

.35.  No  moving-picture  film  which  carries  any- 
where in  its  length  any  section  of  film  which  is 
designed  to  project  on  a screen  a statement  that 
such  film  has  been  inspected  or  approved  by  any 
boai'd  of  censors  outside  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  shall  be  exhibited  to  the  public  in  this 
Province. 

3G.  No  exhibition  of  any  film  Avhi<'h  has  been 
approved  by  the  Censor  and  is  unaltered  since  such 
api)roval.  and  which  bears  a stamp  signifying  such 
ap])roval,  or  is  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  such 
.approval,  shall  be  prohibited  by  any  police  officer, 
constable,  or  other  person  on  account  of  anything 
contained  in  such  film. 

37.  No  kinematograph  shall  be  \jscd  in  any 
moving-pictiire  theatre  concurrently  or  in  connec- 
tion Avith  the  use  of  phonographic  or  talking- 
m.achine  records,  or  any  similar  contrivance  for 
the  I’cproduction  of  sound,  unless  the  approval  of 
the  Censor  in  writing  has  been  obtained. 

In  case  any  reid  of  film  is  dt'signed  to  be  used 
concurrently  or  in  connection  with  the  use  of  phono- 
gr.aphic  or  talking machine  I'ecords,  or  any  similar 
contrivance  for  the  reproduction  of  sound,  every 
such  phonographic  or  talking-machine  record,  or 
similar  contrivance  for  the  repi-oduction  of  sound, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Censor  for  examination 
at  such  time  and  under  such  circumstances  as  the 
Censor  may  direct. 

38.  Every  film  exchange  shall,  on  demand  of  the 
Censor,  and  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  the  “ Moving  Pictures  Act,”  furnish 
the  Censor  with  the  names  and  addresses  of  all 
persons,  comp.anies,  or  associations  in  British  Co- 
lumbia to  whom  films  or  slides  have  been  rented, 
leased,  sold,  or  supplied  by  such  film  exchange. 
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39.  The  foes  payable  for  licences  under  the 
“ Movint>^  Pictures  Act  ” shall  be  as  follows : —
